The monthly meeting of Bar Hill Parish Council was held.on Tuesday 15th 
February in the Commitice Room in the Village. Hall. 


Swavesey Village College 


The Council was pleased to welcome Mr. Rodney Dale, Chairman of the 
Board of Governors of Swavescy Village College, and to hear his report on 
the activities there during the rast year. Mr. Dale told the Council that 
children from Ear Hill account for 25% of the iotal number of 630 pupils 

at Swavesey. Numbers are increasing and the roll is expected to be over 
740 in three years' time. A new building was opened last September and 
provided several new facilitics for staff and pupils... Mr. Dale wished to 
thank the people of Ear Hill for their generous support for fund raising 
events, notably the recent sponsored walk which raised over £3,000. The 
next project to be undertaken will be the covering of the existing swimming 
pool and any assistance, financial or oiherwise, would be most welcome. 
Mr. Dale will be present at the Annual Parish Meeting (see later in this - @ 
report for further details) to give a full report to residents and answer any 
questions; but in the meantime anyone necding assistance or information 
on any matters relating to the College is welcome to contact any of the 
three members of the Board of Governors resident in Bar Hill ;
